HOMKSTEAD, Pa., July 1(1.— Preparar 
tioDS for placing non-nnion men in tha 
OwDegie mills are going forward. The 
ttflamerTide came up the river from 
Pittsburg yesterday, and proceeded 
direct to the landing place at the ^orks. 
A pan« of men were waiting for her, 
ami ht'i' liTi;,'lit, cnn^istinL; nf cdtH, 
blanket^*, canvaH and uaiup uttiUHiis, was 
unloaded and placed inside tha mill 
property. 

The poor farm property, which is in-: 
dde the big fence ana is now the prop- 
Wty of the Carnegie company, contains 
ft lag level field which will make a good 
camping ground for workmen, and the 
large bnildin;< which has been usetl for 
the county poor mil hold a luimber. It 
is evidently the intention < if tlic Car- 
negie peoi)le to utilize this portion of 
their plant, which is located ho admir- 
ably for the pui-i)08e as to snggeet the 
possibility that the present emergency 
was expected and oamnlly prepared for 
long in advance. 

'inete is no doubt that non-nnion 
workmen are now inside tho Kates' ( if 
tlieCameKie plant, but their nniuber is 
10 amall tnat they are practically a dead 
totter in connection with the operation 
the mills. These menentereil the 
works qnietlyat an hoar when suspicion 
was stilled and arrangements for their 
comfort until a larger force comes to 
join them have been made. Some of 
them are believed to have entered by 
the river front while others come by 
trMn to Homestead and mingled with 
tbepeople without exciting suspicion. 

Their number can not be ascertained, 
tmt it is certain that no great body of 
men, such as would be required to run 
the works, could have entered the mills 
without being seen. If these non-union 
men came in Thursday night or in the 
early hours of the motning they must 
have displayed some nnsnilsmp in 
eluding tne many watchers who sat 
along the river banks or near the en- 
trsnces to the CSamegia p r o p e r ty nntU 
daybreak. 

Smoke seen issuing from the chimneys 
of two of the Carnegie mills for a short 
time yesterday caused the suspicion to 
become prevalent that non-nmon men 
were in we works. This suspicion died 
OQt with the smoke, however, and while 
the presence of the latter can not be ex- 
plained, the workmen febl confident 
uatihe fires from .which it came were 
not built to start the mills. Last night 
more quoke ihm seen issuing from what 
is known as tlMonpalaohUpiney, and the 
eanse of this too remsuB a mysterv. 
information on the subgect is not ob- 
tainable from the mill ofikws. Yester- 
day morning when the smoke began to 
issue from the mills, some workingmen 
who saw it made a dash for one of the 

Stes and were kept back at the point of 
B bayonets of the military gnnd. At 
least tnis is what an officer in authority 
says. 

. The leaders of the strikers wear an air 
of sapreme confidence. Thev say that 
they have won t^e fight ana that the 
Oiniegie company realise this or will 
reidiae it when thev have tried the ex- 
Dsriment of mnning the works for a 
few weeks with green hands. All in- 
terest centers in the probable intnJduo- 
tion of enough non-union men to start 
the mills, and the strikers spend most 
of their time discnssing thiM iiliHse of 
the situation. Some are inclined to 
think tUe Carnegie company \\'ill win, 
but there does not apjiear to be any in- 
dications of acquiescence in the state- 
ment of Mr. Lovejoy, secretary to Mr. 
Frick, that fully two-thirds of the 
Homestead workers will go back to 
tbdr vacant i)osts when the mills are 
itwrted. 

A ntmiber of incidents tending to en- 
courage the locked-out men in their 
position happened yesterday. Allen 
Hubbard, the foreman of uie armor 
plate shop of the Carnegie mills, (luit 
work. He ref^^^ied to work under police 
protection, and declared that if the 
militia wen- to lio used for police ^nty 
in order to operato the mills he would 
not work there, but would seek employ- 
ment elsewhere. The entire force of the 
civil euKineerin)? d('i)artincnt of the 
mills also (juit work out of sympathy 
with the locked-out men. 

Thirty-five bricklayers, who are em- 
ployed by the Carnegie company, but 
are not members of the AmalganuittMl 
asssociation ai)iMWed before the advisory 
committee yi'sttrday eveninjf and stated 
tb»*t tlit y woiilil II it do any woik for the 
COiiipaTiy until the trouble with the strol 
Workers is sctthMl. Tlio coiinuittfe 
daiuis to luivi' similar plt.'dt,'t's fmni the 
macliiuists, ( arpciitcrs and otlu r mc- 
chanii s wlio will bo ncfded to rfjiair the 
furnaft's ami niarliiiifry lict'orf wurk is 
resumed. The locked-out men lU-claro 
it imiK)8sible to stfirt the mills without 
the assistance of these men, and they 
are jubihmt. 

FROM PITTSBURG.

"PlTTSBURo. Jidy 16. — Secretary Love- 
Joy, of the Carnegie Steel company, said 
yesterday e vininK that the employes of 
the Twtirty-niutli and Thirty-third 
street mills, now on a strike, had Ix'en 
verbally infonued that their fa lure to 
return to work by Monday of next wi'ek 
wtaild considered by the firm as a 
cancellation of the existin;^ agriHiment, 
and that when those mills do resume 
it will be as non-union and no <jne will 
be treated with in this matter except as 
individuals. Tlds nltiuuitum is final, as 
U ttie one g^ven the Homestead men.„ 



It has been supposed that the strikes 
.if the upper and lower Union and 
Beaver FaJls mills were not lawful, but 
a clatise in the constitution of the Amal- 
gamated association gives the necessary 
authority, as construed by one of the 
©facials'. Section 20, of the by-laws, 
reads that until the scale, as arranged in 
convention, shall have Ix-eii signed by 
all the departments in every mill, the 
workmen shall remain idle; and de- 
mands that the scale be signed by all 
departments. This section is construed 
by the Amalgamated olbtiials as mean- 
ing the scale must be signed by all the 
departments in every mill owned by one 
company. ([Consequently the strikers at 
Beaver Falls and the upi)er and lower 
L'nion mills, while the Homestead scale 
has not been signed, are justifiable, and 
the men in those mills vnll receive the 
support of the general officera. The 
secti m is also taken to mean that a 
strike, even after woik has been re- 
sumed, is right. 

The peaceful asi)ei t I -f the streets in 
LavTenceville would not le«d n stranger 
to suspect that a strike p.t the Caniegie 
Union mills, in which several thousand 
men are involved, was in prog^ress. A 
numlx'r were interviewed by a reporter 
yesterday evening and they denied em- 
phaficiHy that any of their brethren had 
wciiki i.ed in the strife by wishing them- 
selves back at work, as has been re- 
ported. 

A committee from the Union mills 
•fill proceed to B«'aver Falls at once 
where a final meeting will be held to de- 
cide whether work ^vill be resumed at 
the latter place Monday. 

The strikers claim they have ample 
funds to keep them alive for a year, if 
necessary. 

It is und( rst<x)d that the Carnegie 
Steel comjiany haH a large contract for 
iron beams for the world's fair buildings 
at Chicago.

tnme<l to Washington yesterday. Chair- 
man ( )ates said that the committer did 
not find matters, from its standiioint. -m 
serious as rejireseiited thinuicli the jiress. 
The coinmilti'e. he said, liad not time to 
go into tlie entire matter as they wisiied 
to do, but they gave all parties an op- 
Xwrtunity tn explaiii their ji'isition. 

"We examined Mr. Frick." coutinned 
Mr. Gates, "and his superintendent, and 
Mr. O'Domiell and a number of the 
workmen as yon have seen. Frick is a 
remarkably cunning fellow and is a 
great manager. He has one of the 
brigliest lawyers I Inive met to advise 
him. The U-adei's of tho workmen are 
men of intelligence and capai ity, anil 
take the workmen as a body, tliey are 
the best set of workingmen I li.ive ever 
come across. The contention is not one 
between ignorance and power, it is a 
conflict of strong men, the workmen be- 
ing keen, intelligent and always wide 
awake. In this contest neither side is 
acting on impulse. They are deliberat<3 
and guided bj- intelligence, and it is the 
meeting of two great forces."' 

"How do you think it will end?" 

"You know how the-e tilings end gen- 
erally. Law and order must be vindi- 
cated in the long run, even if there is a 
cunt'icr iH'tween the Statutes and the 
ecpiities of the case." 

■Do yon think there will be farther 

trouble?" 

"Yes, I do. I think there is bound to 
V)t! more bloodshed, and proliably a 
great deal of it. 'I'hc worknu n are the 
most determined )nen >ou ever s.iw. 
They do not claim '.<< have t)ie riglit of 
law with them, but insist that liiey are 
morally right and will hold to tlirir 
liosition. I think tlie ("anieuie jieople 
intend to upi u their \v wi l;s with non- 
union men. .\s soiin as t lie tri I. ips have 
been withdrawii tile >lrik' rs will, I lie- 
lieve, attempt to prevent the niilN being 
run by non-imion men. Tliei-e will 
then Xm' a tight. I beli.'\ e, a desperate 
fight, and a great deal of blooilshed. 
This seems to me to be inevitable, in 
view (if the .sentiment there."

THE TROU BLE IN IDAHO. 

Mon^Onlon Man Pat to Work by tko Aid 

of Trnopi. 

W.\i:i>M,ii. Ida,, .Tidy Ifl.— Three pas- 
seiiuer cnaclies li'itlii] with the nou- 
uni'in men who were recently sent out 
of the count v, returned here at '2 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. They were es- 
corted by a special train loadeil with 
regular tri mps. The trip to Wardner was 
nneveiitful. General Carlin had 4iio 
tr(K)ps drawn up around the Bunker 
Hill and Sullivan mills and the railroad 
deT)Ot. The strictest martial law was 
enforced, and there was not the slightest 
sign of disturbance while the non-union 
men were \mng unloaded. 

The returning non-union men were 
armed with Winchesters. At the station 
they gave up their rifles an<I marched 
nnarmed to their destination. The men 
who were escorted up to the Bunker 
Hill and Sullivan mine, one and a half 
miles up the gulch through the camp of 
Warduer, were heavily guarded. Gen- 
eral Carlin issued a proclamation calling 
upon all the members ct the miners' 
union to surrender. He later issued an- 
other order commanding bU the strikers 
to be arrested wherever found and dis- 
armed and imprisoned. He idso dis- 
patched searching squads to Fourth of 
July canyon to nunt for dead bodies. 
He thinks that the men who were killed 
were thrown into the river. 

When the arrival of the troops became 
known, the last twenty men of the 
Bunker Hill and Sullivan mine force, 
who did not surrender at the time of the 
exodus of the other men of the mine, 
had taken to the brush armed and had 
been in hiding ever rince. They were 
greatly exhausted. The trqmw found 
them fortified in the mine. They were 
relieved by a comimny of soldiers, who 
permitted them to rest and sleep. The 
entire working force of the mine will 

Sick up took at once and begin opera- 
ons in the mine. 

At 4 o'clock the troops began scouring 
Wardner, bringing in union men antl 
placing them in confinement in the 
guardhouse in the camp on the ball 
grounds. Fred E. Dean, secretary of 
the union, was among the first arresteil 
President O'Brien was another. At 
Wallace also it is reported arrests are 
being made. The Cceur d'Alene is vir 
tually in the hands of the military. 
Unless the union men commit some act 
of violence soon the time for such con 
duct will be jiast. The men at the mine 
will be supplied with Winchesters by 
the owners to protect the pn)perty.

FARMERS STARVING. 

Two Thoaeand r<-<i|il<' MikIc IlnmpIeM 
by an Ovrrll'iueil Kivrr. 

BiKUlHOHAil, Ala., July 16.— Advices 
received from the Tombigbee bottoms, 

in Sumter county, show that 3,000 peo- 
ple are homeless and starving fri>m the 
fioods in that county, (invei imr .Tones' 
jircK'latnation for ai'l is iK'ing liberally 
re-puiuled to on all sidi's. The damage 
done cr.ips is nearly *1 .ooo.noi). 

Three rivers penetrate the county— 
the Tombigbee. N'ii.\'u1j«'e and Sucanno- 
chee. It has rained for twu weeks every 
day and the rivers have dverfl'iwed half 
of the en'iie county, destroying all 
crops, wasliing liouses away imd leav- 
ing nothing for the inhabitants to sub- 
sist on. 

The water is higher than ev( r before 
known .ind keejis rising all the time, 
while rain contunte-- to fall. 

Many negroes are actually dying- 
."Mayor Lane, of tliis city, aiipointed a 
committee to c.anvass for aid. atid they 
are at wiirk. Similar Jcommittees have 
been at work all over Alabama. If rain 
continueii tle i-e will be great los.^ of life, 
as tlie entire i-ounty will be llooiled. The 
town of (rainesviile is stirroiinded by 
water now, and the river is still rising. 
The Hood extends northward into Mis- 
sissijipi, where much damage has been 
done to crops. 

Letters are pouring in from (iaines- 
ville. Sumter county, totiovenior .lones, 
statin.:; that the j eople had been ren- 
dered destitute by the oVeillow, and 
asking him to appeal to congress for 
their relief. 

One letter says: "Tho people are 
without the nieaiis of subsistence even 
for twenty-lour hours." 

Another stales that a large population 
along the creeks and in the Tombigbee 
botiouiR arc absolutely starving, and 
their sutlcrings are incre.i-ing every 
hour.

At Loui -vilL trade is fairly 
satisfactory, but not much improved at 
Memphis, (iuiet at Montgomery, and at 
Atlanta gotKl, considering the unfavor- 
able weather, which lias done some 
damage to ciops. At ^3avannah trade 
holds on well and money is easy. At 
New Orleans business is seasonably 
qtdet and better than last year, witn 
some improvement in the demand for 
money. 

The output of pig iron July 1 was 
169,101 tons weeUy, against lil,nria 
year ago, and the stopi>age uf many 
works nas lessened consumption still 
more, so that reported stocks unsold 
largely increased in June excee<ling 
1,000,(H)0 tons. Pig iron has been we^ 
At the recent reduction in prices. The 
closing of many mills has gi-eatly in- 
creassd the immediate deioand for 
finished prices, and prices are stoonger, 
though contracts for fatOM delivery are 
at old pricert, and for beams the lowest 
ever quoted. Copper is weak at eleven 
and one-fourth cents, tin lower by three 
quarters of a cent on speculative Aqoida' 
tion, and lea<1 weaker at 4.l!i cents. 

Wool is quite active with prices un- 
changed, manufacturers buying freely, 
sales for the year at Boston, Philadel- 
phia and New York being 147,0QP,0O0 
ppnnds against 184,000,000 last year. 
Bosiness is active in dry goods for the 
season, dotbiers b«iag foraed to pay ad- 
vances on fall goods, while no change in 
price, -bnt active trade is seen in spring 
goods. Cottons are strong, low grade 
orown and bleached goods being scarce 
and higher, and print cloths three and 
thzee-eighths cents tat Ms. Boot and 
•hoe shipments from the east continue 
much beyond hist year's. 

Money markets are abunnautly sup- 
plied, thoogh the treasury has taken in 
mnch more than it has paid ont. Banks 
have been refusing certificates to gold 
ezjiorters, and redemption of notes has 
drawn coin from the treasury which, 
nevertheless, holds as much gold as a 
week ago. The stock market nas been 
inactive, with scarcely any change in 
prices for the week. 

The business failures during the last 
seven days number, for the United 
Btates 168. Canada 22, total 190; as com- 
pared with 176 last week and 107 the 
week previous to the last, and 274 for 
the ooRwvoBding week of last jrear,
